beautiful hawks. Its food consists of 
insects and mice. The Marsh Hawk 
which is 19 to 22 inches long and when 
Tying exhibits long, pointed wings and 
a long, narrow tail, is another friend 1 . 
It usually flies low and beats abou'. 
aver th$ marshes, meadows, and opep 
fields in search for mice, on which it 
almost wholly subsists. It seldom has 
the courage to visit the poultry yard 
and can be forgiven for the few 
young grouse it takes. 

There are few species bf the Rough- 
legs that should be protected. They 
are birds of the open, are often seen 
j sailing high in the air, and are recog¬ 
nized by their rounded wings and 
I broad spread tails. When hunting 
| they come lower down, sailing and 
■ leisurely flapping over the meadows 
' and fields. Their principal food is 
mice and either small rodents. Tho- 
roughout the prairie provinces they 
are most persistent gopher hunters. 
They remain in Canada only during 
the gopher seasoft, and it is estimated 
that a family of two adults and four 
young destroys about 350 gophers 
during one season. 

The Sharp-shinned and Cooper’s 
Hawks and the Goshawk, a slate grey 
bird, 22 inches long, have done more 
than any other bird to earn for the 
hawks a bad imputation. The first two 
subsist almost entirely on small birds, 
and the Goshawk is a confirmed chick¬ 
en and grouse thief. 

However, to kill friend and foe indis 
criminately is the greatest stupidity, 
when a little trouble will enable one 
to distinguish between them. The 
Geological Survey, Ottawa, has pub- 
! lished a well illustrated bulletin des¬ 
cribing the hawks of the prairie prov¬ 
inces and making clear the distinc¬ 
tions between the different species. 

Until one has learned to distinguish 
the beneficial species from the harm¬ 
ful the following rule for action can 
be given for the people of The south¬ 
ern prairie provinces: Protect the 
larger summer hawks, except those 
taken in the act of poultry-killing, 
and destroy the winter ones. In this 
way a few harmful hawks may escape 
and a few innocent ones suffer, but
